ANNUAL REPORT OF THE MEDICAL OFFICER 


OF HEALTH FOR 1966 


Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen, 
I have the honour to submit my Annual Report for 1966. 


The estimated mid-year population was 18,880, an increase 
of 210 over the preceding year. 


207 live births, of which 17 were illegitimate, were 
registered during the year, and in the same period there were 
259 deaths. 


The corrected birth rate was 13 per 1,000 population and, 
with the exception of 1965 when there was a small increase 
this is a continuation of the steady decline in the rate over 
the past number of years. The figure of 13 per 71,000 
population is the lowest for any year for which records are 
available and considerably below the national rate of 17.7 per 
1,000 population. 


There were 4 stillbirths and four children died before 
reaching the age of one year. The cause of death in one 
ehild was bronchopneumonia, and in the other three cases the 
causes were prematurity and congenital malformation.

The leading causes of deaths in the Rural District are those which 
might be expected in our type of population and environment, and are 
Similar to recent statistics of the World Health Organisation dealing 
with the leading causes of death in 23 countries in Europe, North America 
and Australasia. 

Heart disease caused 34% of all deaths

Cancer is killer No.2 and is on the increases- 19%

In 10 years this percentage has risen from 15%

The main difference is in deaths due to accident (including road 
accidents). 


The W.H.O. figure is 5% and in this District it is 2%. 


Presumably this difference is due to the comparative freedom from 
traffic congestion on our roads. 


INFECTIOUS DISEASE 


Apart from just over 100 cases of measles and 4 new sases of Pul-= 
monary Tuberculosis, the District had a remarkably low incidence of 
serious infectious disease. 


There is now a safe and effective measles vaccine available but it 
is not yet policy to offer routine immunisation of all children as the 
length of the period of conferred immunity is uncertain and it might be 
that the disease was merely being pestponed to later in life when measles 
can be more serious. 


However by continuing observation of the 36,000 children innoculated 
2 years ago the effective period shouid soon be determined.

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TUBERCULOSIS 


Four new cases of the pulmonary form of this disease were notified during 
the year. No deaths occurred. 


Although the fatality rate of Tuberculosis is now low the incidence of the 
disease is still appreciable. 


During the year the Mobile Radiography unit visited the Parishes of Thorpe 
Market, Erpingham and Aldborough and 506 people had their chests x-rayed.

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PREVENTION OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE ~ 


The following data relates of Norfolk Area 2 which also includes Cromer 
Urban District and Sheringham District Council. 


BoC.G. VACCINATION 


This vaccine is offered to children over the age of 12 years as a 
protection against tuberculosis. 


No. of skin tests at Cromer and 


Sheringham Secondary Modern Schools = 121 
No. found positive = 10 
No. found negative and vaccinated = 404 


The children who were found to be positive were referred for X-ray of 
chest, but in no case was active disease present. 


In addition to the above, 21 children at private schools were tested, 
of whom 19 were found to be negative, the other 2 being positive, 17 of the 
19 negatives were vaccinated. 26 children were tested at Gresham County 
Primary School as contacts; all were found to be negative. 


SMALLPOX VACCINATION 


The following table relates to persons under the age of 16 years 
vaccinated during 1966. Statistics in respect of adult vaccination are 
not available. 


The best age at which to vaccinate children is towards the end of the 
first year or in the second year of life, and it is estimated that of 355 
children reaching the age of two years in 1966, 246 had been protected. 

93 of these children were vaccinated under the age of one year in 1965 and 
153 between the age of one to two years in 1966. 


This is just over a 70% protection rate. 


POLIOMYELITIS VACCINATION 
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In the area 363 children were born in 1965. Of these children 93 
had completed their course in 1965 and 215 completed the course in 1966. 
In all, 308, or 85% of them were vaccinated. 


As each year about 40 children in their second year are immunised, 
over 90% of children are protected before they reach their second birth= 
day and poliomyelitis has not occurred in the area since 1959. 


Certain statements in the Annual Report of the Medical Officer of 
Health of Blackburn for 1965, which were published in 1966 were interpreted 
and published in the press at that time as evidence of a possible association 
of poliomyelitis vaccine with congenital malformation. The Ministry of 
Health Sub~Committee on Poliomyelitis vaccination has now reviewed the data 
and can find no evidence of any such association. 


The importance of maintaining this high protection rate is obvious 
for where public immunity is at a low rate, poliomyelitis may still rapidly 
reach epidemic proportions as happened in Blackburn where there were 52 
cases in 1965. —

Of the 363 children born in 1965, 301 or 83% were immunised before 
the end of 1966. That is 134 in 1965 and 167 in 1966. The 
earliest age at which a child will complete the course is 6 months, so 
that only those children born before ist July 1966 are included in the 
figure 129 shown in the above table. 


382 children of school age received either primary or booster doses 
of the vaccines. 


TETANUS IMMUNISATION 


Protection against tetanus is given either by means of the single 
tetanus toxoid, or in combination with diphtheria and whooping cough 
immunisation.

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A good rate of protection was maintained and 661 school children 
were immunised. 


After a full primary course of tetanus toxoid, a useful level of 
immunity persists, and may be permanent in many subjects. A re= 
inforcing dose given every five years will invariably maintain a satis— 
factory level of protection; two or three such doses usually suffice for 
life, hence it is desirable to give children the primary dose in infancy 
with booster doses at 5, 10 and 15 years. 


GENERAL PROVISIONS OF THE HEALTH SERVICE FOR 1966 


For the purpose of carrying out the services provided by the Norfolk 
County. Council under the National Health Service Act of 1946, the Cromer 
Urban District, the Sheringham Urban District and the Erpingham Rural 
District are combined to form County Area No. 2. These services 
include midwifery, the care of mothers and young children, vaccination 
and immunisation, home nursing, mental health, prevention of illness (care 
and aftercare) home helps and ambulance service. 


Maternity and Child Welfare 

The district is served by eleven District Nurse/Midwives, many of 
whom are also qualified Health Visitors. Cromer and Sheringham and 
the area between also enjoy the services of a full-time Health Visitor.

The Clinic at Sheringham on the first Tuesday and at Cromer on the 
first Thursday of each month is attended by the Medical Officer. The 
Medical Officer also attends the Clinic = month at Gimingham, Mundesley 
and Matlaske. 
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All children under five years of age are visited regularly in their 
homes by the Health Visitor, who takes over from the midwife when the 
baby is two weeks old. Children of five years and over come under 
the supervision of the School Health Service. 


Cervical Cytology 


One of the current talking points in preventative medical care is the 
possibility of early diagnosis of Cancer of the Servix by cervical smears 
and their cytological examination, and in May 1966 we were fortunate that 
a Clinic was started at the Cromer Health Office where smears could be taken. 


This Clinic which is in the care of a family doctor is run in conjunc- 
tion with and under the auspices of the Family Planning Association. 
Accommodation for the Clinic and basic equipment used is provided by the 
County Health Committee. 


In the period from May to the end of 1966 113 cervical smears were 
examined and there were 69 patients on the register who attended for family 
planning reasons. 


Cervical smears can of course also be taken at the family doctors 
Surgery and with the expansion of laboratory facilities in the County all 
examination can be dealt with rapidly. 


It is fine to see publie interest in a procedure likely to lead to 
the prevention of unnecessary deaths as 2,500 women die each year in England 
and Wales from cancer of the cervix. It is worth remembering that this 
number of deaths is one tenth of the total deaths from lung cancer and half 
the number of deaths caused by lung cancer in women. 


If people just gave up smoking many more lives would be saved more 
quickly and more cheaply than by an elaborate system of cervical smears. 


School Medical Services 
During the third term of 1965 2 scheme for the detection of partial 


deafness in children was started, and this continued during 1966. This 
involves the testing, with audiometer, of all children in the six year old 


age group. 
In 1966, 306 children were examined and some degrees of hearing loss 
was found in 17 children. These children were referred to their family 


doctors or to the E.N.T. Consultant when this was indicated, or placed 
for observation by the School Medical Officer.

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1 Introduction 


The staff of the Public Health Department for the year under review 
was as followss= 


Mr. A.G Mills - Additional P.H.I. 
Miss M.Halfacre - Shorthand Typist - resigned 1ith March 
Miss M.Phoenix — Shorthand Typist — commenced duties 12th April 


During the year new legislation was introduced aimed at further public 
protection by the regular inspection of markets, stalis, delivery vehicles 
and poultry processing establishments. 


In a situation where it is becoming increasingly difficult to keep 
abreast of routine work such as the investigation of complaints, sampling 
of private water supplies and the supervision of essential services very 
little time has been able to be devoted to these new aspects of public 
health legislation. 


During the summer months the population of the rural district more 
than doubles. Despite efforts to re-arrange the working of the Depart= 
ment it is just not possible, without extra qualified staff, te devote more 
time to the essential duties of food hygiene, inspection of food preparing 
establishments and the supervision of the sale of food in the open air. 


2 Refuse Collection and Disposal 


The Bonus Incentive Scheme, introduced, formally, in September of 
last year, has worked satisfactorily. 


The new central tip has shown an improved standard of disposal and, 
with the closure of their old tip at Upper Sheringham, Sheringham Urban 
District Council commenced using the new tip in April, operating costs 
being shared between the two authorities according to the amount of refuse 
tipped. 


In framing the Bonus Incentive Scheme the Consultants had left room 
for a 5% growth on all routes and, in accordance with the Conditions agreed 
with the Union, these were checked at six monthly intervals to ascertain 
the number of new properties involved. Reports to the Health and Works 
Committee revealed that in the first 6 months of the Scheme there had been 
only a small general increase in the number of properties to be collected, 
the highest percentage on any one round being 2.36%. On the second 
check only 2 of the 15 routes showed any increase above the 5% "slack" and 
slight adjustments were made to spread the extra work over routes still 
under the target figure, and so no extra running costs were involved. 


Joint consultations with Cromer and Sheringham Urban District Councils 
were started with a view to exploring possible joint schemes of mechanical 
refuse disposal, and authority was given for one of the existing side 
loading collection vehicles to be replaced by a third Gibson Pendulum 
Refuse Collection Vehicle of 18/27 cubic yards capacity. 


Following a report to the local Police that one of the refuse collec- 
tors had been bitten by a dog and had to undergo hospital treatment the 
owner was prosecuted by the Police, the Magistrates making an Order for 
the dog to be kept under control. 
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The total cost of refuse collection for the year ending 31st March 
1966 was £12,840, or 14/~ per head of the population. In these days 
of spiralling costs it is perhaps worth noting that everyone in the 
rural district can get rid of his or her domestic refuse for a fraction 
over 3d. a week. 


The income from trade refuse and other collections for the year ending 
3ist March 1966 was £865. 


A total of 685 visits were made during the year in comnection with 
refuse collection and disposal. 


3, Cesspool Emptying Service 


During the year 915 cesspools were emptied giving a total of 1478 
loads removed. 


Overtime was reguiarly worked in order to keep the waiting time down 
to a minimum. People all too frequently leave their request to the 
very last moment and much irritation and expense could be saved if only 
the Department was afforded more notice by the people requiring the service. 


Problems are regularly encountered in disposing of the collected 
liquid and sludge and it is sadly true that very few people in a position 
to do so are ready to offer facilities in this respect. I am indebted to 
those farmers who have readily helped us in this difficult situation. 


During the year 48 visits were made in connection with the service. 


4 (i) Meat Inspection 


During the year 182 cattle, 9 calves, 513 sheep and 443 pigs were 


inspected at the two slaughterhouses within the rural district. A 
total of 4 ewt. 38 lbs. of meat was rejected as being unfit for human 
consumption. 


A total of 132 visits was made in connection with meat inspection 
during the year. 


(ii) Poultry Inspection 


As last year it was not possible to devote any time to the inspection 
of poultry at the slaughtering establishments within the rural district, 
although visits were made from time to time for the purposes of checking 
on foed hygiene requirements. 


5 Rodent Control 


The Council's Redent Operator also acts as Relief Driver/Loader/ 
Operator for the refuse and cesspool emptying vehicles and the Loading 
Shovel on the central tip. In practice he spends abowt six months 
on rodent control work and six months on relief duties. He is only 
able to deal with complaints and no routine inspections are carried out. 


During the year 1197 inspections of all kinds were made with 338 
properties being treated; 335 of these were domestic and business premises 
and 3 agricultural units. In only 2 cases were infestations by mice 
reported. 


6 Caravans and Camping 


During the year 286 visits were made to caravan and camping sites 
within the rural district. 


; With the exception of one site licence conditions were being complied 
with and unfortmately even after 2 successful prosecutions difficulty was 
still being experienced on this site. 
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On the first occasions the defendant was fined £5 each in respect 
of 6 caravans on unlicensed land, £11 in respect of 3 unauthorised sheds 
and £75 for failing to provide fire fighting equipment. In the second 
ease fines of £50 each were imposed in respect of 2 summonses for failure 
to provide a revised layout plan and proper marker boundary posts. The 
Council were awarded 25 guineas costs. 


Visits and discussions with land owners were undertaken to try and find 
suitable additional sites along the coast for touring caravans and by the 
end of the year it seemed likely that pitches for an additional 490 touring 
caravans would be forthcoming. 


It is worth noting, I think, that this one rural district offers more 
touring space = and receives more tourers = than all other areas in the 
county of Norfolk. Further touring sites in neighbouring authorities 
would do much to heip spread the present load. 


As in previous years the rural district continued to attract many 
organised camps =~ Boys Brigade, Church Lads, University Camp Cadet Forces 
and similar organisations = and no trouble was experienced with these well 
run organisations. 


T._ Food Inspection 


Following specific requests for advice, and as a result of food 
examined during routine inspections 9 cwt. 13 lbs. of food were rejected 
as being unfit for human consumption during the year. 


Investigations continued into the sale of uncooked canned ham and by 
the end of January this matter had been satisfactorily settled. 


During the year 199 visits were made to food premises to check on 
hygiene standards and facilities provided. This was not enough. Much 
more time than it is currently possible to give needs to be spent on this 
vital aspect of environmental health work, particularly when the potential 
dangers in a popular holiday area like this are remembered. 


The Food Hygiene (Markets, Stalls and Delivery Vehicles) Regulations 
1966 extended food hygiene legislation to a group of traders who have, 
generally speaking, been in need of stricter control for a considerable 
period of time. 


Unfortunately extremely little work was possible in this respect. 


As with all food hygiene work it is the ordinary member of the public 
who can wield the biggest power. By pointing out undesirable practices 
like licking the finger before picking up wrapping paper and refusing to 
patronise shops where sloppy methods of food hygiene are practised the 
individual shopper can reinforce the work undertaken by the local authority. 
All too often, however, he or she is prepared to keep quiet and put up 
with standards and practices which would not be tolerated in the home. 


The year was notable in ome respect — the number of complaints received 
regarding dirty milk bottles. In all cases warnings were issued and 
where other authorities were involved they were asked to take the appro= 
priate action. 


9__Complaints 


A total of 96 complaints was received during the year, 54 of these 
being considered justified. In each case the appropriate action was 
taken to secure an abatement of the unsatisfactory conditions found. 
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It is not always appreciated, particularly by the complainants, that 
the investigation of complaints takes up a considerable amount of time. 
Several visits are sometimes necessary, often at varying times, and in 
one case 30 visits have been made in connection with a complaint, and still 
the complainant is dissatisfied at the service given! 


During the year 171 visits were made in connection with complaints. 


10 _ Housing 


During the year 218 visits were made in connection with housing matters 
generally. A total of 20 Undertakings Not to Relet were accepted from 
various owners and 5 Abatement Notices were served in order to secure the 
remedying of unsatisfactory housing conditions. Fortunately the great 
majority of housing work is possible by personal contact with the owners 
concerned and legal action is only a last resort. One Certificate of 
Disrepair was cancelled. 


Towards the end of the year a Sub-Committee on Empty Properties was 


set up to consider what action should be taken in respect of properties 
standing vacant for a considerable time. 


11 Water Supply 


The Water Department carries out its own sampling of the Council's 
mains supply. 


A total of 58 bacteriological and 1 chemical samples were taken during 
the year, the latter being satisfactory but 48 of the bacteriological 
samples being unsatisfactory; 1 of the unsatisfactory samples was from a 
private swimming pool. 

In all cases where unsatisfactory results were obtained the appropriate 
advice was given and where possible connection to the public mains was 
advocated. 


12 riculture (Health, Safety and Welfare) Regulations 


Only 1 visit was made in connection with the provision of sanitary 
accommodation for agricultural workers. 


The need for such visits is greatest at those times of the year when 
other duties are clamouring for attention and it is not possible to devote 
time to them.

There are no Common Lodging Houses within the rural district.
